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Claims 15 and 16 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1. 142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 
August 8, 2005. 

Applicant's election of Group II to the container, claims 1-1 1, 13 and 14 in the reply filed 
on August 8, 2005 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election 
without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-1 1,13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Claim 1 states that the first and second container portions have no passageway 
therebetween. Passageways are disclosed between the first container portion 12 and the second 
container portion 28. A first passageway being shown in Fig. 1 as the groove formed with 
sidewalls provided by the facing surfaces of the first and second container portions and with a 
bottom provided by connecting portion 42. A second passageway being on the side opposite the 
first passageway and being formed by like surfaces. Also see Fig. 2 for an end view of the first 
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and second passageways. Therefore, there is at least one passageway between the first and 
second container portions. Even considering the variations of the connecting portion profiles 
disclosed in Fig. 4-6 and the width of these profiles compared to the width of the second 
container portion, the grooves and defined passageways are present in every disclosed 
configuration. Therefore, applicant hadn't originally disclosed that the first and second container 
portions have no passageway therebetween. This is a new matter rejection. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

All of the 102 and 103 rejections made in the Office action mailed November 4, 2004 are 
maintained. They will not be repeated for the sake of brevity and efficiency.
